26.—Frank 
Heidem a un, a young German, em ploy­ 
ed a t the K ruschka nursery, ha s been 
a rrested and held under $2,000 bond 
a s a m a teria l w itness in the Marie 
S^nith murder m ystery. 
In the office 
of Sheriff Cla rence Hetrick he wa s 
put through a third degree exa m ina ­ 
tion la sting ten hours, but a corps of 
detectiv es faihxi to break down his 
story. 
Finger prints on ga rm ents worn by 
the little v ictim a re sa id to correspond 
to 
im pressions 
obta ined 
of 
Heide- 
m a nn’a fingers, and it i¿¡ apon this ev i­ 
dence principa lly tha t the a rrest wa s 
made. 
H eidem a nn wa s ta ken into cus­ 
tody Sunda y morning shortly a fter 10 
o’clock. 
All da y long the a uthorities 
trtied v a inly to break him down, eon- 
fronting him w ith w itness a fter w it­ 
n ess to prov e discrepa ncies in his 
story. 
Ga rm ents worn by the child 
w ere thrust a t him, and the tell-ta le 
finger prints pointed out. All a ttem pts 
to sha ke his story were futile. 
The other suspect. Thom a s W il­ 
lia m s, known a s “ Black Diamond.” is 
being held in the county jail a t Free­ 
hold. 
Heidem a nn, a ccording to Mrs. W il­ 
lia m D a v ison, the la st person known 
to ha v e seen the child a liv e, stood be­ 
hind a hedg# * in the Kruschka yard not 
four feet from Marie Smith when she 
la st sa w her. 
H eidem a nn denies he 
sa w the child. 
The murder occurred 
in the woods a long Deal la ke, within 
500 feet, of the Kruschka place. 
Burns found on the child's nose and 
one of the ea rs, but with the ha ir un­ 
singed, ha v e puzzled the police. 
They 
believ e tha t they could ha v e been 
ca used by a furna ce or stea m pipes, 
such as a re used in greenhouses. 
Soon a fter being ta ken to his cell, 
H eidem a nn broke down and weiit. He 
cried out his innocence im petuously, 
denying a ny im plica tion in the crim e. 
L a te Sunda y night he wa s relea sed, 
bail being furnished by Kruschka. 
In a ddition to the reward of $500 
offered by the city council for the ar­ 
rest and conv iction of the murderer, 
Asbury Park lodge of Elks has offered 
$250, which the m em bers sa y will be 
increa sed to $1,000.

28.—Prof. Albert Bush- 
nell H art of the dep artm ent of history 
and gov ernment at Harv ard college 
has found by inv estigation that Yan 
k ee blood is dying out. 
His first de­ 
ductions hav e been drawn from the 
study of Harv ard class histories. 
“If 
w-e may tak e the successiv e classes of 
Harv ard as fair 
examp les, men of 
Yank ee or old English blood,” said 
Prof Hart, “hav e less than one-fifth 
as many children as when this coun­ 
try was first settled 
The class of 1671 
contained elev en men, ten of whom 
married and had sev enty-one children, 
and this class fairly rep resented that 
p eriod.” 
Of the class of 1880, his own class, 
the p rofessor said: “One hundred and 
sev enty men receiv ed the degree of 
A. B. Now up to the p resent day there 
are not as many as 170 sons of those 
170 graduates. 
It is thus obv ious 
enough that Harv ard college w-ould 
soon die out If it dep ended up on the 
sons of its graduates for new stu­ 
dents. 
“While the class of 1671 show-s an 
av erage of more than sev en children 
to each man, the class of 1880 show-s 
an av erage of less than one child to 
each man, and these statistics admit 
of some alarming deductions.” 
Most of the Harv ard graduates come 
from New England states, commonly 
sup p osed 
to be 
typ ically 
Yank ee. 
“There is danger,” Prof. H art further 
said, “that the birth rate will become 
sm aller than the death rate. 
This 
trend is not confined to the Yank ee. 
It lias extended itself to the p eop le of 
the many .nations which go to mak e 
up this country. The United States is 
beginning to fall off in the accustomed 
rate of increase of p op ulation.”

“Th e p h y sician th rou gh h is medical 
skill wou ld search ou t th e defectiv es 
and th e sick and send th em h ome with 
a kind note telling th e p arents th e 
trou ble and recommending th em to 
look after th e ch ildren. 
In a day or 
two th e nu rse wou ld v isit th e h ome to 
make su re th at th e ch ild was cared 
fo r. Th is is v ery necessary , fo -r in 
many h omes th e p h y sician’s no te is 
resented or ev en ridicu led, and noth ­ 
ing done for th e ch ild. Th e state doc­ 
to r sh ou ld be called if th e p arents are 
to o p oor to p ay th e ex p ense of medical 
treatment.
